The January meeting of the DHT Board of Trustees was held at the 
home of President Sallye Jude and called to order at 3 p.m. Those 
present were Wayne Williams, Gordon Pimm, Tim 31ake, Sharon Clark, 
Dolly MacIntyre, Ludivico Blanc, Gary Greenan, Rene Murai, Sandra • 
Cook and Jackee Major. 

The minutes of the Nov. 5 meeting were approved with the addition 
that the books purchased_for the DHT library were on building 
regulations for the handicapped in historic buildings and the other 
on pioneer families in Dade County. 

.treasurer s Report: Gordon reported that as of Jan. 1 , everything 
had been recorded, balanced and reconciled and that the balance in 
the checking account was .£ 6 , 990 . 84 .

Sallye reported that Christine Galbraith, who had been hired as DHT’s 
first executive director, was to start work Jan. 19. Dolly read a 
draft of the contract which Tim agreed to put into proper legal form. 
Dolly suggested Board meet to establish priorities and to meet with 
the director to tell her what is expected of her in terms of her 
responsibilities. Director was not able to take grants writing course, 
for which Board had approved expenditures,as she had not completed 
the requirements for her Ph.D. and was not able to leave Tallahassee. 
The Board unanimously approved the terms of the contract. 

sallye reported that Charlene Gilbert would most likely host the 
January meeting at her home in Coconut Grove so that members could 
meet Christine. The Junior League film, "Miami The Magic City," 
would also be shown. Meeting would be held on Jan. 20. 

Antique Show: Sandra reported that more than 700 invitations to 
he cocktail/buffet at the Metropolitan Museum had been mailed. She 
also said volunteers were still needed to work during the three days

an opportunity to set up a booth during that week and sell whatever 
we want, including a commemorative postcard of the store when it 
was opened. 

Legislation: The Florida Trust has met in Orlando to discuss the 

proposed state legislation and plans another meeting on the 2 xst 
in Orlando. Sallye noted that the legislature is not favorably 
inclined to preservation so it is difficult to predict what will 
happen"in Tallhassee. The Florida Trust will meet in Feb. in Tallahasse 

Ivan reported that the Dade County ordnance 0 n preservation passed 
the first hearing sometime in December. Ruth Shack took it to a 
meeting of the League of Cities where both positive and negative 
comments were made? A committee was formed to study the legislation. 

The public hearing was postponedtwo weeks to Feb. 17• Ivan urged 
members to attend meeting for support. Ivan says if this ordinance 
passes and state legislation passes later, there should be no problem 
getting county ordinance into state legislation. 


Ivan also reported that the New Yorker Hotel is pretty much of a 
lost cause in spite of efforts by Miami Design Preservation League 
to halt demolition. 


Ivan also reported that at a City of Miami public hearing, the_ 
plan for a Planning Advisory Board presented by the city planning 
staff was defeated because there was a large contingent of opponents 
and no supporters. Another hearing will be scheduled on an interim 
ordinance being drawn up to protect those sites listed on the 
Register of National Historic Sites and_Places until a more permanent 
one can be designed. Ivan said it was important.that each city 
commissioner be personally educated by preservationists so that the 
ordiance would pass. It was suggested that copies of the ordinance 
be sent to each board member. 


Wagner Homestead: Dolly reported that the City had granted our 
request to proceed with an in-house carpenter for the work on ./Vagner 
homestead and that plans are 90 percent complete. Chapter two o- 
the book on Wagner has been completed and work on the third part, 
that period in Miami, is in the works. it was suggested that we 
have a covered dish dinner meeting for the membership at uvagner. 

Jackson's House: Sallye said bids for the plumbing at Dr. Jackson's 
had gone.out. She also said that the street work is finished and 
that there were only four buildings left on the block. During^ the 
holidays she also moved furniture which was stored at Baptist Hospital 
to Dr. Jackson's. During December, the phone, answer-phnne 3- n d

next Board meeting be held there.
